True Bills Follow Federal 


Grand Jury Investigation 
of American-Mexi- 
can Company. 


MANY COMPLAIN OF LOSS. 


Tnvestors in the Concern Said to 
Have Put In $1,000,000, 
Some Now Being Im- 
poverished. 


Eight persons charged with conducting 
a get-rich-quick mining venture, in which 
they are said to have taken in more than 
$1,000,000, were indicted by the federal grand 
jury yesterday on the charge of using the. 
mails illegally. 

Those against whom ~~ bills were found 
are: 

DR. W. 8. PHILLIPS, a dentist, 

DR. 4. r. GROVE, dentist, a 
WALTER s DILLON, lawyer, formerly of

H. E. Graham. 

The men indicted organized the American- 
Mexico Mining and Development company 
in 1908 under the laws of South Dakota 
with a capital stock of $3,000,000. It is said 
$1,000,000 of the capital stock was retained 
by certain of the organizers and divided 
amongst the two Grahams, Phillips, Grove, 
and one other man, who is credited with 
being the originator of the scheme, although 
he was not ingicted. 

Thousands of persons invested in the con- 
cern. Many of them paid in the last of 
their accumulations and are now poverty 
stricken. 

The mining company, according to the evi- 
dence presented to the grand jury, consisted 
of some property of smal! value in Mexico, 
a smelter plant, and elaborately engraved 
stock certificates and stationery. The local 
offices of the company were in an elaborately 
furnished suite at 1018 National Life build- 


ing.

Trailed by Federal Inspectors. 

For two years the government inspectors 
had been trailing the officers of this com- 
pany. They first obtained their informa- 
tion in a civil suit that was begun in South 
Dakota by a stockholder named Benson, 
who demanded an accounting from the com- 
pany. It was discovered in this suit, it is 
said, that the books of the company were 
„ doctored,”” and although Benson won his 
suit, he was unable to get much redress. . 

Then the postoffice officials took a hand. 
They discovered that the mining company 
promoters unloaded about $1,500,000 worth 
of stock on the public. It is alleged to have 
been done in the old way of declaring month- 
ly dividends out of the receipts obtained 
from new subscribers. Every dividend was 
accompanied by literature describing mar- 
velous discoveries of new ore. In the course 
of time a circular was sent informing the 
stockholders that the veins were yielding 
such large quantities of wealth that it was 
necessary to install new 25 — at a large 
9 

The capacity of the mines at one time, 
gome years ago, is said to have been about 
twenty tons a day, but the plant that was 
erected was able to handle thirty tons a 


day. 
Mines Already Worked. 

The originators of the scheme are alleged 
to have obtained options on some worked out 
properties in Torreon and Vallardena, Mex- 
ico, for a small amount. This property was 
turned over to the company, in return for 
which they are alleged to have received 
$1,000,000 of the capital stock. The monthly 
dividends paid out aggregated $357,318. 
These dividends, it is alleged, were paid with 
the money obtained from new subscribers. 

Lawyer Franklin Simons, who represents 
a large number of the stockholders, held a 
meeting of the creditors at his office in the 
First National bank bullding yesterday. He 
said he had at first endeavored through a 
suit in the civil courts to protect his clients, 
and in the course of his investigation of the 
company he came across the government in- 
spectors, much to his surprise. After the 
meeting he sald many persons who had 
invested their life’s saving were made 
destitute. 

„% There never was à legitimate dividend 
paid by this company,” Mr. Simons said. 
“ The officers used the mails to carry on their 
business. They sent out reports about the 
values of the properties. They said that they 
had ore running into the millions, while as ¢ 
matter of fact they had none. The dividends 
which they paid out monthly from April, 
1908, to January, 1906, came from money 


_@hich they obtained from subscribers.” 


The bench warrants were not served yes- 
terday. Arms and Dillon, two of the indicted 
individuals, were notified through their at- 
torneys. They appeared in court and fur- 
nished bonds.

Would Be of Physical Benefit. 

Among other advantages it would benefit 
the physique in general and the general 
health and welfare of the people, lessen the 
use of saloons, and reduce the expenditure 
of artificial light, on which it is estimated 
workingmen would save 18 cents a week.

New York Men Accusers. 


The complaints upon which Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Kindleberger acted were made 
by Wiliam J. Witte of Roslyn, L. I., Walker 
A. Page of Si West i44th street, and 
Charlies C. Bittel Jr. of 100 West Fifty-fourth 
street. All three allege that Hapgood and 
Kilby got money from them by trick and de- 
vice. Witte says he lost $12,500, Page $2,500, 
and Bittel $12,000. Witte was secre and 
Bittel treasurer of the apgoods Sales com- 
pany, of which Herbert J. Hapgood was 
treasurer. Thisswas a $200,000 concern or- 
ganized two years ago to sell a safety razor. 

The appearance of the police caused a stir 
in the offices of Hapgoods, where about fifty 
stenographers were busy writing or malling 
out copies of Hapgoods Opportunities, the 
paper that they have to subscribe for before 
they get much action for their money. The 
police went into Hapgood’s office and ex- 
plained that they were after him, and the 
president made a long statement in his de- 
fense, which was taken down by a police ste- 
nographer. 


Manufacturer Tells Experience. 


Mr. Witte, who fs a manufacturer of metal 
specialties at 31 Park row, says in his com- 
plaint that he has known Mr. Hapgood for 
some years, and having been a classmate of 
his in college, trusted him implicitly. He 
gaid thät early in 1907 Hapgood told him 
that himself and others had organized the 
Hapgoods Sales company, which was en- 
gaged in the manufacture of several com- 
modities, among which was a safety razor. 
Hapgood told him, he said, that the company 
controlled patents and options worth $100,000, 
and machinery sufficient to make 400 razore 
a day. 

The complaint also sald that Hapgood told 
him that Hapgoods, Incorporated, had over 
612,000 in the bank, and that Mr. Hapgood 
urged him to invest in both companies. On 
Hapgood’s representations, Mr. Witte said, 
he put $2,500 in Hapgoods, Incorporated, and 
$10,000 in the sales company, with the under- 
standing that he was to be made manager of 
the latter company at $50 a week, and a com- 
missiog om the ragors sold. He said he was 
fired after a few weeks and declared he had

Franchise Granted Feb: 20; 1890. 

The original franchise of the tunnel com- 
pany was granted Feb. 20, 1899, to-a number 
of St. Louie capitalista represented by 
Charies H. Aldrich and in the name of the 
Illinois Telephone and Telegraph company. 
They intended to put in a telephone system, 
but the ordinance as finally passed provided 
for so much underground work that they 
gave it up as too expensive a job to be prof- 
itabla. 

A. G. Wheeler looked over the ordinance, 
conceived the idea of a tunnel company for 
handling packages and freight, and got con- 
trol of it at a nominal sum. Then he started. 
building the present system of tunnels. In- 
cidentally he got control of the automatic 
telephone system and did install five 
or ix thousand phones, most of which have 
been taken out since. 

It took quite a time for the city to wake 
up to what he was doing, but it did finally, 
and the council stopped his building the size 
of tunnels he was putting in and otherwise 
interfered with his work. The fina] result 
was the passage, July 15, 1908, of an amended 
ordinance also allowing the dompany to do a 
freight and parcel business and providing 
for larger tunnels.

That the telephone franchise will be for- 
feited unless the council acts a week from 
Monday is not disputed by any one. A dis- 
pute exists as to whether the forfeiture goes 
any further, It is claimed by some that in- 
asmuch as the ordinance of 1899 is the basic 
ordinance, the one of 1908 being merely an 
amendment, everything goes on a forfeiture. 
This,. however, the company strenuously 
denies. 

How many phones the company has in 
operation is not known exactly. The num- 
ber is exceedingly small, however, as com- 
pared with the needed 20,000, and a consid- 
| erable number of them are used by the com- 
pany in its own business, Whether t has 
any bona fide paying subscribers at all is a 
disputed question.

Two Bishops Speak and Others Tell of 
Fight Against Saloons. 


— 


Illinois Epworth league of the Methodist 
Episcopal church opened its tenth annual 
convention at Evanston last night with a 
| Massmeeting held jointly with the Temper- 
| ance society of the church. The meetings 
will continue until Sunday night. 

Bishops W. F. McDowell and J. W. Bash- 
ford gave short addresses, Temperance was 
the leading theme of the evening and two 
talks were given by Methodist leaders in the 
war against the saloon 

The Rev. George B. Conger, vice president 
of the Illinois. Anti-Saloon league; talked 
upon the work qt the league in the state. He 
showed how the) local option bill had worked 
wonders in the war dgainst liquor and cited 
several towns that easily had abolished the 
saloon by the local option method. 

Praises Local Option Law. 

“ We are surely doing wonders in this state 
in our fight to abolish the rum traffic,” he 
said. “Many people ask why it is that we 
are now able to make a good fight when a 
few years ago we seemed unable to accom- 
pli anything. The present conditiona are 
simply owing to the individual's right to de- 
cide the matter for himself by going to the 
polis and casting his vote on the prohibition 
side.” 

President Samuel Dickey of Albion college, 
vice president of the temperance society, 
spoke of the economic worthlessnes# of the 
saloon, 

The saloon has no defenders,” said he, 
except those who are in that business. The 
saloon never added fo the world's wealth, and 
since this has been definitely proved by sta- 
tistics, it must follow that the saloon is of no 
good economically. It is a fraud as a busi- 
ness and is a pirate on the high seas of pros- 
perity. It would be a cheaper and a better 
financial proposition for the people of the 
country if they were to support the saloonists 
and distillers and all those connectéd with 
the business by charity rather than in the 
way they now do by buying their product.” 

Bishop Tells of Life in China. 

Bishop Bashford gave in a short talk some 
of his interesting experiences as a missionary 
in China. He will give his main address 
before the delegates later in the convention,

Speakers at City Club Discuss 
Proposed New Bureau. 


SAY “JOB SEEKER KEEP OUT“ 


Prof. Merriam and Ald. Foreman Want 
High Class Appointees. 


—— 


The proposed new city department of 
information and gublicity wat the subject 
of a discussion yesterday noon at a lunch- 
eon of the City club. The-ordinance was 
praised as a ‘' meritorious department long 
needed by Chicago to facilitate intelligent 
legislation in the council and intelligent ac- 
tion by the departments.” Prot. Charles 
Edward. Merriam and Ald. Milton J. Fore- 
man maintained that ſt would be necessary 
for the department to be manned and 
administered in such a way as to make it 
nonpartisan, scientific, and efficient,’ else 
it would be useless. Prof. Merriam said that 
to fill the bureau. with mere job holders 
would not even be clever politics. 

The department is intended to embrace 
a commissioner of information and publicity, 
a deputy commissioner, a librafian, a chief 
statistician, and a number of expert in- 
vestigators, and such other assistants and 
employés as the council sees fit to provide. 
The commissioner will be appointed by the 
mayor. The others will be appbinted in the 
manner provided by the law. 


Calls It Worthy of Support. 

“T believe that the pending ordinance is 
meritorious and a meesure worthy of support 
by all good citizens,’ said Prof. Merriam, 
Wand that it should be passed by the city 
council; that if passed the positions in the 
department will be filled by the best avail- 
able men in this country. 

„J have been repeatedly assured by the 
author of this ordinance that it was intended 
to do what it purports to do—namely, to fa- 
cilitate intelligent legislation in the coun- 
cil and intelligent action by the departments. 
I rely upon that assurance. | 

“There are some who are of the opinion 
that this department is not designed to render 
a real public service, but that its real source 
is to provide employment for the unem- 
ployed; that the underlying motive is to 
create jobs and not to collect facts, and that a 
nonpartisan and scientific administration of 
the ordinance cannot reasonably be expected 
and will not be realized under present condi- 
tions. I cannot see why, as a piece of prac- 
tieal politics, any one in power would wish 
to create a splendid scientific laboratory that 
would attract the attention of the entire 
country and then fill it with jobholders in- 
stead of skilled workmen. This would be 
commonplace stupidity and the bureau would 
be useless.’’ 


Foreman Says Do Not War. * 


Ald. Foreman spoke next and emphasized 
Prof. Merriam’s assertions. 

“There is no premeditation on my part to 
create jobs for politicians. Neither has there 
been any diseussion.as to the man to be at 
the head of this department or the salary 
he is to receive. In the last ten years the 
city- has expended enough for experts to pay 
the expenses of this department many times 
over. 

“Yon need have no4ear that the mayor will 
appoint a poor man. If this ordinance is not 
passed. I promise that it will be reintroduced 
until it is passed in some form or another.“ 

W. L. Fisher, president of tbe club, intro- 
duced the speakers, and in turn himself 
spoke favorably of the ordinance.

Throws but Separate Maintenance 
Suit Against Jacob H. Lesher. 


Belle Scramlin collapsed yesterday while 
Judge Stough was announcing his decision 
denying her claim on Jacob H. Lesher for 
separate maintenance.

I 
would gladly restore him to freedom if I 
could and he so desired. 

** Counsel will prepare a decree dismissing 
the complainant's bill, and I will allow time 
in which to prepare a-certificate of evidence 
and file a bond of $300 or $400 for appeal. 


Swoons Under Court’s Censure. 


Long before the court had concluded his 
decision Miss Scramlin had collapsed. At 
the conclusion of the decision Attorney A- 
bert H. Fry hurried Miss lin’s seat 
and assisted her from,the courtroom. 

Judge Stough was severe in his criticism 
of the comparatively young woman who had 
brought the suit against the aged man in 
whose factory she was employed. He could 
find no evidence that the unlawful relations 
between the two were intended originally to 
constitute a secret marriage. Such rela- 
tions, he held, are not to be converted into 
a state of matrimony unless there is con- 
clusive proof justifying such a transforma- 
tion. ‘The public wish for such a change 
ig insufficient for the court to conclude that 
it occurred. 


Shock to Public Morals. 


“The frown of the law rests on common 
law marriages, as evidenced by opinions of 
our courts and as indicated by the recent 
legislation in our state on that subject. In 
1895 the legislature of the state prohibited 
common law marriages af tar that date. The 
policy of the law in the past has not only 
discouraged such alleged marriages, but 
lately has placed its ban on them. IT think 
that the recent legislation on that topic is 
for the interest of public morals. 

„Why should people be allowed to enjoy 
the conveniences of married life without as- 
suming the public responsibilities incident to 
such a state? The cost of obtaining a license 
is a small item for those who mutually and 
sincerely desire to occupy that relation. If 
they covetly enjoy those relations they should 
be taken at their word unless the proof shows 
a contrary purpose and intent. 


New Poorhouse Plans Accepted. 


A resolution to accept the plans of Holabird & 
Roche for the new county poorhouse was adopted 
yesterday by the special committee, which consists 

of all the members of the county board, besides 
the citizen membere of the Committee. This 
practically means the final acceptance of the plang 
by the board.

C. H. Perrigo's second attempt to sall his 
new balloon I will at the grounds of the Aero 
club, Sixty-eeventh street and South Park 
avenue, yesterday afternoon resulted in an- 
other collapse of the big bag when it was half 


The muslin covering proved too weak to 
hold the gas. A gash over six feet long was 
torn in the lower portion of the bag. 

Many of the leading aeronauts of the coun- 
try, who were assembled on the grounds to 
watch the maiden flight of the Perrigo 
balloon, declared the bag was too frail and 
advised him not to make a flight in it. They 
said his balloon would collapse in midair 
and dash him to the ground with little 
chance of escape from death. 


Perrigd Intends to Start. 

Mr. Perrigo, however, intends to have his 
balloon repaired and expects to start in the 
international race tomorrow without first 
having made a test of the balloon’s ability 


to fly. 

With the Perrigo balloon in the race ten 
of the most famous balloons in the world will ' 
take part in the contest, which is expected 
to result in a new world’s record for aero- 
nautics.

Visitor Relates Experience. 

“You know,“ said one woman, “ there are 
just loads of people in this old world who 
would delight in giving of their interest and 
their means if only they knew where and 
how. We don't slum nowadays—we don't 
keel we have any more right to intrude our 
selves upon the privacy of the less fortunate 
homes than they have to intrude theniselves 
upon our and every one shirks from visiting 
a hospital.

It hap- 
pened just then they needed a matron, and 
so I staid until they could secure one per- 
manently. I never had such a week in all 
my life, and I wouldn't exchange those days 
for any other seven I ever have experienced. 

One little girl was brought in who needed 
a painful examination, and it fell to my lot 
to hold her hands. She looked up at me in the 
most appealing manner, but when it was done 
and she was relieved, what do you suppose 
she did? She just put her two little hands 
on my two cheeks and patted my face, and 
smiled her thanks to me for holding her 
while she was being hurt, and what did I 
do? 

“Why, I was awfully brave until I put 
her on her bed, and then I went off and 
boo-hooed as I had never done before. She 
preached a whole volume of sermons to me 
in that look, and taught me so many lessons 
of faith and endurance that I've been 
ashamed of myself ever since.“

HARRY ORCHARD, 

The Idaho board of pardons has de- 
cided that Harry Orchard gbail be im- 
prisoned for life instead of being hanged. 
There is nothing to show that the com- 
mutation is the keeping of an agreement 
made with Orchard that his life would 
be spared if he would implicate Heywood 
and other members of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners in the murder of Gov. 
Steunenberg. The board of pardons 
seems to have believed with Judge Wood 
that Orchard had been a truthful witness 
against himself and others, and that be- 
cause he had made partial reparation for 
his crimes by confessing them he ought 
not to be sent to the gallows. 

The action of the board does not please 
the persons immediately concerned. 
Orchard says that he would rather be 
hanged and, make complete atonement, 
He may be sincere in this, Perhaps the 
only persons who will unreservedly ap- 
prove of the commutation of sentence are 
those who are conscientiously opposed to 
capital punishment. Most men will be 
of the opinion that as Orchard unques- 
tionably murdered Gov. Steunenberg, and 
as that was by no means his first murder 
if he told the truth about himself, the 
fact that lie had pleaded guilty and had 
repented of his crimes was no reason for 
allowing him to live. 

There are many persons who do not 
care individually whether Orchard is ex- 
ecuted or shut up for life, but who are 
able to see the use to which the commu- 
tation of sentence may be put. It may 
be expected that the Western Federation 
of Miners and the socialists generally will 
‘ery “bargain.” They will assert loudly 
and repeatedly that the first step has 
been taken towards carrying out the al- 
leged agreement with Orchard that he 
would be taken care of if he would tes- 
tify against Heywood and others, and 
that the next step will be his pardon. 
Assertions of this kind are likely to be 
heard until natural death shall end his 
prison life. 

The evil of such assertions, no matter 
how baseless they may be, is that they 
influence the minds of many, who have 
no knowledge of the facts. They tend to 
create an impression that state officials 
and officers of the law conspired with a 
murderer to send innocent men to the 
gallows and saved the life of the man 


who richly deserved hanging. They im- 


pair popular respect for law. 

It would have been politic for the 
board of pardons to let the original sea- 
tence stand instead of thrusting on Or- 
chard an unwelcome commutation. The 
general public would have acquiesced 
cheerfully and nothing more would have 
‘been heard about a “conspiracy” against 
the leaders of the Western Federation.

Servia's crown prince is just now so much 
before the public in connection with the at- 
tempt made at Cettinje to render him respon- 
sible for the alleged conspiracy to blow up 
his grandfather, the ruler of Montenegro. 
with nitroglycerin bombs that it may be just 
as well to warn readers of these letters not 
to accept as gospel truth all the extravagant 
stories printed of this particular scion of old 
world royalty. If half the things told about 
him had any foundation he would be fit only 
for a lunatic asylum, and the reason for his 
being made the subject of so much calumny 
is first of all the fact that there are plenty 
of people interested for political reasons in 
maligning him, while the fact that these tales 
are allowed to go uncontradicted emboldens 
newspaper scribes to draw upon their imag- 
ination concerning him and to attribute to 
bim all sorts of crazy deeds and utterances 
of which he has never been guilty. 

Those who know him best are of the opinion 
his accession to the throne will inaugurate 
a happier era for Servia since he is.possessed 
of an energy and of a courage which are 
lacking in his weak and vacillating father, 
King Peter. He is, like his sister, Princess 
Helen, thoroughly imbittered against the of- 
ficers who took part in the murder of King 
Alexander and Queen Draga by reason of 
the disgrace which they have brought upon 
the country, and cruelly resents the virtual 
ostracism to which the court of Belgrade has 
been subjected by the foreign reigning fam- 
ilies owing to the fear of King Peter to banish 
the regicides from his entourage and to de- 
prive them of the high offices which they in- 
sist upon retaining in spite of all that has 
been said to thé contrary.

Discipline is frightfully lax in the Servian 
army, especially in the commissioned ranks, 
and the crown prince has, it is quite true, re- 
peatedly had occasion to call officers harshly, 
to account for gross pieces of insolence and 
neglect of the most ordinary kind of military 
courtesies. He goes as little as possible to 
his father’s palace, so as to avold meeting 
the latter's regicide dignitaries, but lives a 
secluded life in a small palace which he 
owns in the so-called Crown street at Bel- 
grade. He is much interested in mechanics, 
has fitted up a portion of his palazzino as a 
machine shop, and spende all his spare time 
there. He has already achieved remark- 
able success as a locksmith, while his know 
edge of ail the component parts of the vari- 
ous motors on the market is astonishing. 
Naturally his enemies have taken advantage 
of his fondness for mechanics and ‘of his 
spending s0 much of his time in his work- 
shop to ascribe to him an active role in the 
manufacture of the bombs brought by con- 
spirators to Cettinje for the purpose of blow- 
ing up hie grandfather. : 

It is perfectly true that the bombs were 
brought from Belgrade. But they were 
brought from thence to Cettinje by Monte- 
negrins who had suffered cruelly at the hands 
of their sovereign, who had been compelled to 


seek refuge across the border and who were 


bent upon revenge. Nor has any convincing 
evidence been produced connecting thecrown 
prince with the crime. 

Of course it must not be forgotten that the 
present prince of Montenegro’s uncle and 
predecessor was shot and killed on the quay 
of Cattaro in 1860, and that the crown prince 
of Servia’s other grandfather, Prince Alex- 
ander Karageorgevitch, was convicted by the 
Hungarian courts of having instigated on 
Hungarian soil the particularly shocking 
murder of Prince Michael of Servia in 1868 
at Belgrade, and was in consequence thereof 
forced to flee from Hungary and seek refuge 
in France. Alexander Karageorgevitch’s 
own father was assassinated, as were King 
Alexander and Queen Draga; so that there is 
nothing particularly strange in the conspir- 
acy to assassinate Prince Nicholas of Monte- 
negro, only there is no proof that his grand- 
gon, the crown prince of Servia, hag had 
anything whatsoever to do with the plot.

Genoa is a terraced city. It runs right up 


Through it the Poleevera flows, and 
the mountain torrent of Bisagno rushes sea- 
ward. On the outskirts of the crowded city 
villas and mansions have breathing room, 
and share, although unequally, the outlook 
which the fortified heights, and the road 
which runs beside enoy—“ 4 landscape of 
city and country, houses and gardens, vines 
and olives,” says Howells, “ which it makes 
the heart ache to behold.” 

I hunted out the palaces first thing, as it 
was after banking hours, and I had no hope 
of letters till today. The search took me 
up hill and down hill and through city lanes 
so narrow that I thought of Heine's story 
about the people who sat in their doorways 
and talked, meanwhile touching knees witn 
the people who sat and talked in doorways 
opposite. The streets were dark and noisy, 
murmuring not only at street level, but at 
balcony height, where women had come out 
tc get the alr. * 

Most of the palaces are on the chief street, 
the Via Garibaldi, They are proud, these 
palaces, insolently proud. They hardly al- 
low room for pedestrians in the street. 
Stately and sculptured, they claim prece- 
dence in the thoroughfare. The stranger 
feels that they make no advances to him. 
He goer into their marble halls with a deep 
sense of privilege, and if he lingers in the 
specious courtyards it is first of all because 
there is a sunny open handed air about these 
wider spaces, this the one warm, kindly 
corner in a great cold house’s heart. 

The splendors of yesterday invariably 
look shabby, and the riches of the orient 
here gathered long ago suggest present decay 
as much as they do earlier grandeur, 

In the ninth and tenth centuries Genoa 
was an important maritime republic, just as 
Pisa was, and Venice, and Amalfi. A thrifty 
trading people, the Genoese were quick to 
aprreciaté the worldly advantages which 
would follow the crusades to which Peter the 
Hermit aroused the Christian world. They 
furnished argosies for transport, and, as a 
natural sequence, gained their portion of 
the eastern trade. 

„ 

Genoa supplied western Europe smith 
oriental luxuries. In them, in the four- 
teenth century, the merchants brought the 
great plague to Italy from China. For a 
long time it held exclusive sway over the 
Rlack sea. Its fleet not only protected its 
trade in the Mediterranean and made con- 
quests in the east, but it kept at bay the 
rival cities. On one occasion the entire 
Sardinian silver fleet belonging to Pisa was 
captured by the Genoese. 

In the thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
ii produced a race of naval heroes in its 
Doria family, which culminated In Andrea 
Doria, who was in turncadmiral of Francis 
I. and Charles V. and finally supreme com- 
mander of the Spanish fleet. 

But at the discovery of America, and the 
taking of Constantinople by the Turks, 
Genoa’s trade with the Levant declined. 
Goode began to come direct to western Ru- 
rope by sea route, at first on Spanish and 
Portugese ships, and later on Dutch and 
English vessels. Meanwhile the Turks, 
gaining in power, grew bolder and began to 
make trouble in the Mediterranean. 

There always was, however, a profitaSle 
coast trade, carried on by brigantinos and 
felucceas and other smaller vessels. And 
finally, with improvement of the harbors, the 
city’s commercial importance was restored, 
until today it is the most important Mediter- 
rancan harbor of Italy, possessing not only 
the whole of the Transatlantic trade, but 
cairving on @ good business with Mediter- 
ranean ports. 

* * 


The port is a marvelously interesting place. 
The ships, outgoing or incoming, tell of ac- 
tivity, adventure. The scene is varied. Broad 
moles, projecting east and west into the sea, 
keep back the waves, while landing places, 
formed of shorter quays, which radiate from 
shore, are crowded with vessels. The sail- 
ing of an emigrant ship is as picturesque to 
look at as ever an artist drew it, or De Am- 
icie, painter with words, described it. And 
out in the bay is another element of local 
color, the smaller craft, with single masts 
and lanteen sails, stained to soft, darkened 
huee by wind and weather. 

I turned my back on this for sake of the 
cemetery, nor was I sorry, for Genoa’s cem- 
etery is as cheerful as it is unusual. The 
sculptures gathered there, the work of mod- 
ern masters, not only have conspicuous 
merit, but are so arranged beneath arcades 
anc in view of gardens that they give an 
impression of a spacious outdoor gallery. 

In general the arrangement of graves is 
not different from that popular in Spain. 
Many are level with the ground, so that one 
welks right over them; @ greater number 
are in the wall, placed in tiers like pigeon 
holes, covered each by a black slab in front. 
Some are like shrines and have candies burn- 
ing perpetually before them, making an 
effect at once sad and beautiful. I shouldn’t 
care to stay there permanently, but whenever 
I think of Genoa I shall think first of th 


cemetery. 

From the cemetery I went shopping, my 
thoughts turning instinctively, perhaps, to 
mundane treasures. The filigree work of 
Genoa, done both in silver and in gold 
thread, is really good.

Chicago, July 2.—{ Editor of The Tribune.] 
In Tun Tau recently you mention the 
fact that orders have been issued to the po- 
lice officerd to shoot all unmussied dogs 
found roaming the streets.

Further, he stated, that in our im- 
mediate neighborhood he runs across from 
ten to twelve stray dogs every day; that he 
hes no orders to shoot them, and ventured

Later.I called up Dr. Evans of the health 
department and likewise the office of the 
chief of police, where I was again referred 
to the captain of the Douglas park district, 
who confirmed all that the policeman had 
told me. Where was my satisfaction? I had 
simply wasted my time. I had gathered 
from the columns of THe TRIBUNE that every 
effort was being made to protect the little 
children on our streets, not to mention their 
elders, against a certain danger, and then 
am told by the lieutenant of one of our dis- 
trict stations that an officer can be prose- 
cuted by the owner of a dog if he shoots the 
unmuazsied animal.

More About Proposed Tower Park. 

Chicago, July 2.—- [Editor of The Tribune. } 
In reference to my suggestion of a tower 
park, printed July 1 in T TAU, I would 
add in order to increase its popularity that 
beauty be combined with utility in its cof- 
struction and the design should be in cathe- 
dral style with its long, heavy perpendicular 
lines dominating its curves and small gables 
and lesser lines terminating in pinnacles and 
finals. Grandeur should be the leading idea. 
The height should be 1,500 feet, each section 
(starting with a wide and sufficient base) 
should recede abruptly to narrower propor- 
tions until the dome was reached. 

Mr. Proctor's design was ambitious, but of 
ungraceful outlines.

There will be no mistake in putting in the 
sleeves if the seam ig made to run in a 
straight line from thé thumb to the armpit 
when the arm is held out straight from the 
shoulder. Many amateur sewers do not 
know just where to join the sleeve seam to 
the waist and just guess at it, with the result 
that it is either too high or too low, and the 
sleeve is constantly wrinkled and twisted.

Pretty Inexpensive Petticoat. 

A charming petticoat and one which looks 
surprisingly elaborate and costly can be 
made from checked gingham. The checks 
should be about an inch wide and some deli- 
cate shade should be chosen which can be 
worn under pretty summer dresses. Pink, 
blue, or green, combined with arhite, produces 
a charmingly dainty effect. The petticoat 
should be gored at the top and fitted snugly 
around the hips.

from the farmer lies in the possibility of 
fection from impurse water. 

“ Typhoid fever, for instance, is much more 
prevalent in the country than in the city, in 
proportion to the number of inhabitants,“ 
said Dr. Koehler. “It is spread from in- 
fected wells, and these are the same wells 
which supply the water to dilute the milk. 
_ Syphoid germs thrive on milk, and a few 
hundred of them poured into a can with the 
water may have increased to a few hundred 


thousand at the end of two days, when the 


Jnilk is used. 
The milk supply in Chicago today ie not 
&s good as it should be. We fiind a steady 


run of samples below standard. The trouble 


is not that the standard is too high, but that 


- it le not high enough. If it were up so high 


that only pure milk could be sold, dealers 
would not be tempted to adulterate. As it 
now stands, there is a chance of watering 
good milk a little and still having it pass 
inspection, and that is done. We need a bet- 
ter standard. 

Benefits of Co-operation. 

“The codperation of the city and state 
departments of health will reduce expenses 
and facilitate the work of both. All dairies 
og fine Chicago will be graded on a vasis 

of 100 per cent. Those which are marked 60 
per cent or lower will be notified to clean up 
immediately, and copies of the notifications 
will be sent to the state board of health. A 
week or so later, an official of the state board 
“will investigate to see if the alterations or- 
@ered have been made. If they are not he 
will proceed against the dairy people, and 
notify the city of the action.. In this way, the 
etate board will be saved a wide preliminary 
survey, and the city, having found the bad 
Gairies, can turn them over to the state for 
regulation.
